Good news iter th6 Virginia Beach 
rikotorlist using tke Beach toll road, 
if tte recoffimendatioDs of a legisla- 
tive Av4y, groap ire accepted by 
dot tiiAor Mills Godwin and the Gener- 
al Assemldy. 

The sbidy group -- appointed last 
April* b^s recommended that a new 
m^ti Pecember 19S3 as the time to 
. eUintaatt toils on the expressway, 
catting more than 20 years from the 
original estimate of 2005. 

A second more immediate, recom- 
mendation was to reduce tolls for 
regular o}miQuters from 25 cents to 
15 ceid^ This wookl be accomplished 
bf OMking availalUe commuter ticket 
books ^- $7.50 for a book of 50 tick- 
^s, and 13.75 for a book of 25. This 
pn^xisal, if accepted, would become 
effei^iye Feb. 1 to coincide with the 
redvetioB of tolls for the Elizabeth 
River tUBaels from 40 to 25 cents. 

The third important recommenda- 
tidn directed all scheduled improve- 
^eots, from Plaza Trail to Newtown 
Rc^d, to be completed by the end of 
19?? vice 1M3 as originally scheduled. 
^ The stwfy group, led by Virginia 
Beach Delegate Glenn B. McClanan, 
|lso recommended that the state de- 
partment of highways proceed with im- 
provements to the 'dangerous inter- 
sectiM of 1-264 and 1-64, thnn^h New- 
town Road. The legislators said these 
itnprevemeQts could be mwle with fed- 
eral rather than toll road funds be- 
cause that section of highway was not 
within the toll road boundaries. 

Members ol the study group includ- 
ed vice-chairman Senator Josei^i T, 



Fit^itric^ (Norfolk and Virginia 
Bea^), Sen. A, Joe Canada of Vir- 
ginia Beach, Del. George N. McMath 
of Aceomac, Del. William T. Park of 
Chesapeake and Del. Robert E. Wash- 
ington of Norfolk. 

The fifth recommendation was that 
the expressway should be included in 
the federal interstate system, which 
was the original intent at the time of 
tts construction. The study group ask- 
ed the highway department to "dili- 
gently pursue" this goal until accom- 
plished. 

Other conclusions of the study group 
were: 

— iQigrading and improving the 
shrubery and grass on the median, 
the ramps and the sides of the high- 
way. 

" The possibility of a mass tnusit 
lane tor iNises and can with more than 
three passengers during peak traffic 
periods. 

— Further studies into a reversible 
lane system during morning and even- 
ing peak traffic periods, such as used 
in Boston, Mass. 

— An annual report by the highway 
department itemizing income and ex - 
penses of the toll road, investments, 
bonds paid for, and bonds remaining to 
be paid. This n^rt will be sent to all 
members of the study commission and 
city councils of Virginia Beach and Nor- 
folk. 

-- Recommends that State Police pa- 
trol the expressway without "special 
or extra" compensation from toll funds. 

" That repairs and maintenance be 
continued by the highway d^artment 
without using toll funds, minimizing 
inconvenience to motoric. 



-- That a minimum speadlimitbees- 
tablished and po^ed, pius's^ns advis- 
ing traffic to keep right. 

-- Preliminary planning should pro- 
ceed for a full interchange at First 
-Colonial Road, and also for an east 
bound off-ramp and west bound on- 
ramp at Great Neck Road. 

The study group also recommended 
that the following improvements to the 
ton road be completed before the end 
of 1977, rather than extend them to 
1983: 

," Adding an additional lane to both 



east and west bound sides from Plaza 
Trail west to 1-64. ' / 

-- Adding an additional lane to both 
sides of the central toll plaza. 

— Finishing ramp and other planned 
improvements at Rosemont Road and 
Independence Boulevard interchanges. 

In making the study groiq>'s recom- 
men(toti<MBs public, Del. McClanan said 
that the 1983 date for complete toll re- 
moval was cuttii% it close, but it could 
be accomplished. McClanan said the 
commission found that the toll repre^- 
sented an unfair burden on commuters 



using the road, especially low income 
groi^. The groiv concluded that the 
toll also represented a second tax on 
users, since they were already paying 
gasoline taxes to finance state highway 
construction and maintenance. 

The group said that revenue from the 
toll road exceeded the original projec- 
tions (Virginia Beach's pqwlation ex- 
ploded from 88,000 to 240,000 in just 
13 years), so the suii>lus revenue gained 
from the tolls could be used to pay off 
the bonds incurred when the express- 
way was financed. With this surplus go- 



ing towards paying the road's debts, 
those debts could be paid off by 1911 
and thus the tolls eliminated. 

The study group's report has beet 
turned over to the State Highway Com- 
mission for their consideration.

He told Council that the design for 
the plant, which will be located south 
of Old Dam Neck Road, was completed 
liy Dec. 1. President-Elect Jimmy Car- 
ter, he said, had come out strongly 
for water pollution abatement activi- 
ties, so Love is hopeful that Congress 
will ai^ropriate |5 million nationally 
for pollution control activities, and of 
this figure $112 million will come to 
Virginia. 

Emphasizing the speculative nature 
of the plans. Love said that if this is 
done, then the Commission will apply 
to the Water Control Board for part 
of the state funds. The construction 
ctf the treatment plant is divided ipto 
nine separate contracts, he ^id, and 
it will take at least three years, to 
complete the project. 

Virginia BMch is now served by tti^ 
Chesapeake-Elizabeth Plant m Shdfe ' 
Drive which is now treating 10 nuQ^Ni 
gallons a day and has a capacity for 
24 million gallons a day. UMf rain- 
fall last year kept the capacity down, 
hesaki. 



The new plant is designed to treat 
36 million galliMis a day and wUl 
operate in the same pipe system which 
will provide a great flexibility. Love 
said. 

Love attended the Council meeting 
as a private citizen at a pvSAit bear- 
ing on health hazard areas, when he was 
asked about the progress Of the Treat- 
ment Plant. 

The City of Virginia Beach expects 
to receive federal assistance to im- 
prove waste collection sy^ems in areas 
designated as health hazards. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury 
will ask City Council next Monday, for 
authority to aK>ly for ]Nmds which will 
be matched by the city on a 75-25 
per cent basis for six projects desina- 
ted health hazards. He also asked mem- 
bers of Council to suggest other areas 
where a health hazard may exist. 

Of the 12 projects designated health 
hazards in a study of the problem, 
six were completed by the city be- 
forf Federal funds became avaiteble. 
They included Queen City and Sherry 
Pafk, Acredale, Princess Anne and 
Sjlnen) Road corridor, the Nottingham 
Estates and Gatewood Park irea, the 
Gunn Hall area and Birchwbod Gar- 
dens. 

The city will apply for funds for 
New Light, Pecan Gardens, Doyletown, 
Hilltop Manor, Seatack and Birdneck

— Zane^ M. Goodwin, chief of the en- 
gineering division of the Army Coros 
explained that the McLesky land in its 
present state is not useable. If the sand 
wer^ IcITqii the site, the environmental 
agencies believe development of the 
land would be accelerated to the ecolo- 
gical detriment of the environment. So, 
although the Corps is willing to do the 
dreging, it can't proceed imhout the 
aH>rov^ of the two other federal agen- 
cies.* 

Hanbury said that the sand could be 
dumped in the ocean. That would be 
considered ecologically sound. But 
then, the city would not have sand to 
r^enish the beach and it needs atwut 
' 100,000 cubic yards each year for that 
alone. 

That leaves the city back where 
it was a few years ago. The Lynn- 
haven was last dredged in 1972. 

It also leaves boat owners who were 
looking forward to the construction 
of the Pleasure House Creek boat ramp 
with dismal propsects. The same site 
was to l)e used for the dredging of 
Pleasure House Creek, Hanbury point-

Councilman John R. Griffin said that 
people who have bought homes in the 
area will be deprived of boating ac- 
cess if the situation increased. 

The discussion moved on to the use 
of the city's boat ramps by out of . 
state boaters. 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing said 
that boats will out-of-state licenses 
should be required to have city leases. 
Griffin said that some city people cant 
get into the city's ramps becauseofthe 
number of out-of-state boats.

adeon. Tbe ro$Kl is part of 
Lynbaven Parkway. 

He vas required todo this, 
according to Li^iold, by W. 
W. Fleming, former director 
of community services, as 
a {M'erequisite to subdivision • 
approval in 1972. 

Mher developers in the 
area have been required to 
build only two lanes insiml- 
lar sitwtioDs, LieboU 
clalSfs, with the city picking 
19. tl)e tab tor the remainii^ 
two lanes. 

Ooumar M(mday afternoon 
asiced City Cooocll to award 
Liebold |103,000 in credits 
for the construction of the 
additional two lanes. Credits 
would mean that fees would 
be reduced m other im- 



prov«meats in the develop- 
ment. 

City Manager George L. 
Hanbury, at an informal ses- 
sion Qi Council Monday 
afternoon, said that in June 
of 1972 when the Brigado(» 
plans were submitted thecity 
had no general policy as to 
who was to construct the 
highways which would serve 
the general public as well as 
the subdivision. Somedevel- 
q)ers build four lanes be- 
cause of "esthetics or ac- 
cess," he said. 

However, sometime in 
1973 the city ad(q)ted a policy 
which would require de- 
velopers to build only two 
lanes of such a highway with 
the city tmilding the remain- 
ing two lanes. Referring to 
B^lilwriQg siMinsioos, he 
said that Ctaarlestowne was 
reconftd in April of 1973 
and January <rf 1974; Brand- 
on in ;i|uiuary of 1973 and 
Brigadooo Woods in May of 
1976. 

rr^T'ottr-lane roads com-

aife Itaiff entirely at the 
4evelc^r> expense.

though the construction of the 
road was not started until 
after the new policy went in- 
to effect, Lielx)ld claims he 
was never informed of the 
policy change. The road is 
still under construction. 

When asked why Liebold 
did not appeal his case soon- 
er, Doumar said that Liebold 
was "not a sophisticated 
builder." 

Haabury said that he was 
"imiUe to find out exactly 
why Liebold built the four 
lanes." He said that the city 
would have to refund in cash 
or credits 1812^30 to other 
developers who liave built 
four lanes ofahighw^onthe 
master street and highways 
plan, that is, roads which 
would benefit the entire city, 
at tbeir «wn expense.

Doumar said that whilethe 
unit cost of all improvements 
would ordinarily have l>een 
added to the price of the lots, 
the building slump changed 
that and has placed his client 
in a poor situation. He has no 
office, had to sell his home 
and operates out of a trailer, 
Doumar said. 



"We don't expect to get 
anythii«," Doumar said, 
"we're not morally and 
l^ally entitled to... "Fhecity 
has not dealt fairly." 

He adted that he coUd not 
get an ai^intment with city 
administrators until Coun- 
cilman Robert R. Cromwell 
intervened.

The PHncess Anne High basketball team didn't even have 

a ebance to get their feet wet before they were offered in 

b^f»€rifi^e atlast week's Norfolk Catholic Holiday Invitational 

jiTournament. The Cavaliers entered the tourney as the last 

aaPUce team in the Beach District, and virtually no chance at 
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the championship, for their first opponent was Dunbar High, 
whose-2»'-0 record last year earned them the title as the top 
high school in thenation. 

Dunbar, who went on to win the tournament handily, 
Jumped out to a 14-2 lead in 'the opening minutes, and were 
never pressed. Their height advantage was reflected in their 
rebounding edge, which stood at 40- 20 when the game came to 
an end.

George Wythe, a Richmond school, lost its opening round 
game to Norfolk Catholic by two points, and was considered 
one of the better teams in the tournament.

"It's definately the high- 
light of my career," Graeff 
'''arid. "Jhere are so many

ence that I wasn't expecting 
it." 

Graeff, a senior, said the 
, honor overshadowed the one 
he received earlier in the 
season when he passed for 
270 yards and two touch - 
downs ih the Urban League 
Classic, the first football 
game played in the revamp- 
ed edition of Yankee Stadium 
In New York City. He was 
named the pme's out- 
standing player. 

Graeff's college football 
career has been a little un- 
usoal Ai that he is a white 
player in an almost all - 
black conference, but he 



feels the experience has been 
l)eneficial to him. "Playing 
in the CIAA made a much 
better man out of me," 
Graeff reflected. "I learn- 
ed a lot and developed sorafe 
very close relationships. Of 
course there are some 
people you Kke more than 
others, but nothing was bas- 
ed on color. 

In fact after four years 
at Norfolk State, I feel un- 
comfortable playing with 
white players." 

Last year, Graeff was the 
only white player on the 
Spartan team. This year 
however, he was joined by 
two Cox High graduates, 
Brian Malcom and Robert 
Stubbs, both of whom earned 
starting positions on the 
team, as an offensive tackle 
aJMl a defensive nose guard 
respectively. 

Part of the reason for 
his success as a quarter- 
back this year, is due to 
his playing split end his 
senior year at Bayside. "I 
was a quarterback until I 
was h senior," explained 
Graeff, "and then switched 
to wide receiver. Playing 



on the line was the best 
thing to ever hai^n to 
me. I learned how to relate 
to linemen and receivers, 
and that made me a better 
quarterback." 

Graeff ended the season 
on a down-note, as the Spar- 
tans terminated an 8-3 re- 
gular season record with a 
26-10 loss to South Caro- 
lina State in the Bicenten- 
nial Bowl played at City 
Stadium in Richmond. "It 
hurts toloseabowlg^me," 
Graeff said, ' "especially 
when it's the last game of 
your career." 

It is not exactly his last 
game. He was selected to 
play in the First Annual 



Black AU-Star Game, to be 
held in the Los Angeles 
Memorial Colisium on Jan. 
8. Graeff said that a center 
from Morgan State College 
is the only other white play- 
er on the team. 

Graeff expects that on the 
next afternoon he and his 
teammates will be able to 
zip over to Pasadena for the 
Super Bowl. "I like Oakland 
to win," he predicted. 

Although his football car- 
eer is rapidly drawing to a 
close, Graeff still enter- 
tains a notion of remaining 
in sports. Baseball to be 
precise. A catcher with a 
rifle for an arm, Graeff 
is hoping to be selected in 



the upcoming professional 
draft, and would jump at the 
chance to play. "I love the~ 
game," he said," and would 
play anywhere." 

If pro baseball doesn't pan 
out, Graeff intends to apply 



to graduate school to study 
graphic design. 

But for now, there is still 
one more game for the CIAA 
Player of the Year, and he 
is destined to stand out re- 
gardless of his performance.

More WWII vets eligible for waivers 



The Veterans Administr- 
ation said today more vet-- 
erans are becoming elibible 
for waiver of GI life insur- 
ance premium payments be- 
cause of physical disa - 
bilities. 

The Roanoke VA regional 
office reminded veterans 
that "all National Service 
Life Insurance policies be- 
ginning with World War \\ 
provide for waiverof premi- 



um payments in some in- 
stances of total disability." 
"A veteran having tflis in- 
surance may not be required 
to pay premiums if he or 
she becomes totally disabled 
before reaching age,fi5..and 
the disability has existed for 
at least six consecutive 
months," VA said. But vet- 
erans were cautioned that 
the waiver of premiums is 
not automatic and' must be 



applied for. .^, 

VA said there are cur- 
rently more than 157,000 vet- 
erans who have insurance on 
which the premiums have 
been waived due to total dis- 
ability. 

As the age of World War 
11 veterans increases, more 
of them are becoming total- 
ly disabled; According to 
VA, during the year ending 
Nov. 1, 1976, more than 



24,000 insured veterans ap- 
plied for, waiver of premi- 
ums because of total disa- 
bility. 

"Total disability" for VA 
insurance purposes means 
that the veteran is prevent- 
ed from, working because of 
that disability. 

VA reminded veterans that 
they should make timely ap- 
plication for waiver of pre- 
miums because refunds of 



premiums already paid after 
the onset of disability as$ 
usually limited to one year 
priof*to the filing of the 
claim.

Institute, which regulates the export of 
coffee from that country, reports that 
Braiil has more than doubled its coffee 
export earnings in the past year, even 
thou^ the volume of coffee exported 
increased only by seven per cent.

Lectaier emphasized to Ms. Phil- 
lips his bill would take the repeat 
violators out of circulation and put 
them away in prison'for loi« lengths 
of time. They would know, that if 
sentenced under the |»^visions of his 
bill, they would receive a long prison 
term (for example, rape would get five 
years for a second 'conviction, 40 
jears for a third, and life tor the 
fourth) and there W9ttld be no chance 
for parole.

The battle on the morn- 
ing of June 25, 1876, that 
pitted Custer and his smitll 
force against one of the 
greatest concentrations of 
Indians on the continent 
"represents a dramatic mo- 
ment in the conflict between 
two cultures, two systems 
of value which shared no 
point in common," eq>lains 
Hultgren. 

"The echoes of that battle 
can still be heard today. 
We are not talking aboirt a 
local or dated issue. We 
are talking about the inev- 
itable clash between the cul- 
tures of the Indian and the 
White man and about the very 
survival of the Indian 
culture," Hultgren says. 

Accordii% to Hultgren, 
"Custer speaks fbr the i- 
Jeal of his own culture, an 
.ideal that had as its hero 
the single iiMlividual, de- 
pendent solely on his own 
(Character. At almost every 

point, Custer's appeal vio- 
lates the assumptions of the 
culture of O'azy Horse. In 
this course, we will examine 
the parallel lives of Crazy 
Horse and Custer and the 
trail each man followed to 
the Little Bighorn. We will 
also focus on these twowar- 
rions as cultural heroes." 

> During the first portiw 
of the course, Hultgren a») 
his students will study "what 
did and did not h^peo; to 
Custer at^beLittleUghom" 
and the popular White cul- 
ture's view of the Indian, 
as portrayed by Hollywood 
movie producers. After that 



introduction^ the~' students 
will begin tp look at the 
larger question ^of the sur- 
vival o! the North Amer- 
ican Indian culture. 

"Certainly the Sioux In- 
dians have sdrvived," says 
Hultgren, "but is bare sur- 
vival enough? The problems 
that made Custer-Crazy 
Horse clash both accidental 
and predetermined are prob- 
lems that we still have not 
dealt with today. We are go- 
ing to try to examine some 
of the fundamental questions 
that develop as people of dif- 
ferent cultures try to relate.

._ loPriticess Anne Plaza there's a 
lady with a very unusual occupation. 
She knocks on doors and asks ques- 
tions. 

She's Mrs. Ai«ela A. Coffield, and 
sHe's a Held representative of the 
Census Bureau. . 

Specifically, she gathers informa- . 
tion from random selected Virginia 
Beach households for the Department 
of Labor to use in all those emfdoy- 
ment-ioieiAployment statistics you've 
beard about every month. _ 

This week Mrs. Coffield will be 
knocking on the doors of some 50- 
10 Virginia Beach households ,tb ask 
wbetheir or not members of those 
households are employed or, if not, 
tre they seeking employment. 

Areela says she gets a list of hou^- 
bolds every month. The addresses are 
selected at random by the Census 
Bureau, and Angela says she doesn't 
even know the family's names. All- 
she asks about is whether members 
of each household a:re employed, what 
type of work do they do or are they 
unemployed and seeking a job. The 
information is kept confidential. 

She doesm't go to the household 
cold. The Bureau notifies each res- 
ideace that it has been selected for 
this month's survey, and in most cases 
Angela says, the families are delight- 
ed to participate. She $aid thepe^le 
of VirKinla Beach are "very, very 



fine about answering the questions." 

She's been a census taker for about 
three-and-a -half years. When asked 
how the durvey is broken down, she said 
liow the survey is broken down, she 
said the city is divided into census 
tracts, very similar to zip code areas. 
Out of each tract—there' are 8-10 
in Virginia Beach— about four to six 
households are selected. 

Mrs. Coffield said she doesn't inter- 
view service men or women, regard- 
less of their occupation, because they 
are employed. However, members of 
the serviceman's household, such as 
wife, teen-age son/daughter, etc., are 
asked about their employment./ 

She said the Census Bureau consid- 
ers 14-year-olds and alwve as part 
of the labor market, even if it may 
only be part-time, so Information from 
teenagers is valuabe to the survey. 

The information she gathers is com- 
piled in the Bureau's regional office 
in Charlotte, North Carolina, and the 
regicHial statistics are added to the 
national. About 70,000 households par- 
ticipate throughout the country every 
month. By law, the information sup- 
plied by individuals is kept strictly 
confidential. No names are divulged, 
and the results are used only to com- 
pile the statistical totals. 

Next time you hear the President .

Harris, presMting the first recom- 
mendations of the committee to Coun- 
cil Monday afternoon, said Council 
should prosecute those property own-' 
ers who have refused to hook up to 
-eity utilities within the three-year max- 
imum period allowed and to reduce 
that period from three years to one. 

Harris read a letter signed by Vic# 
Mayor Patrick L. Standing, chairmiib 
of the committee^ which said that the 
committee concurred with the con- 
sultants' report that mandatory con- 
nections be made to the sewer and 
water system within one year. 

That would furnish ai^roximately 
4,390 connections to the city sewer 
system, and at $780 per connection, 
raise an estimated $3.4 million. 

Water connections to existing lines 
would amount to an>roximately 3,493 
hookups and, at $500 a hookup, would 
raise an estimated $1.7 million in 
revenue. "^ 

The letter continued that approxi- 
mately 190 pn^rty owners have re- 
fused to comply with the cfty's or- 
dinance to connect within the three- 
year period. 

Standing noted that legal action a- 
gainst these people may require the 
services of a special proseoutor. City 
Atty. Dale Bimson said the salary of 
a staff attorney would be $15,000 to 
$16,000, while services of an attorney 
in private practice would cost about 
$15 to $16 an hour. 

Standing said it is "not feasible to 
continue with the program unless we 
can force pe<9le to comply." 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy asked 
whether the city had means other than 
l^al a<^ion to force people to hook up. 
Harris said the city does not have the 



lien rights that other cities do, and only 
through court action can the city be em- 
powered to place Uens on property. 

Harris added tiat a court test is 
necessary, l>ecause the city has no 

other way of finding out whether it can 
force people to comply. 

The recommendations will be pre- 
sented to Council next Monday for con- 
sideration. 

In a briefing last week. Standing said 
that the committee, which has been 
meeting twice a week fo^ six weeks, 
will conclude its study the first week of 
February when its final recommenda- 
tions will be presented. 

To date, the committee has found 
discrepancies in the entire system, 
which Standing attributed to low rates, 
the high cost of water and the fast 
growth of the city. 

Some areas need immediate atten- 
tion, he said, where the Water pressure 
is inadequate — not only in north Vir- 
ginia Beach, but in Kempsville, Great 
Neck Road, Shore Drive, Oceana and

plained, it is possible to have infiltra- 
tion of outside sources, which endan- 
gers health.

The Utilities Department is <9eratinf 
with a deficit of over $300,000, al" 
though the situation has been gettiig 
better since Aubrey Watts took oftr 
as director. He listed the areas which 
are causing the problems as follows:

This is due for renewal a- 
fbund Jan. 18," the Coradis 
said. 

The Coradis also said the 
Moonies are looking for 
property in the area for a 
"Youth * Training Centpr " 

"Bill Whitehurst (U.S. Rep. 
G.W.) is aware of this fact. 
What better place to have one 
than in our area — with all 
our young service personnel 
as well as tourists, and our 
own children to 'pick off 
and 'brainwash'." 

Hanbury said the city has 
an ordinance regulating sol- 
icitation, but that in a court 
case involving the Hare 
Krishna, the city was ordered 
to give a permit to the or- 
ganization or violate the 
freedom of religion of the 



group. 

Mrs. Oberndorf. said she 
has received mail and i^one' 
calls from citizens who ex- 
pressed concern about the 
proliferation of door-to- 
door, curbside and shopping 
cehter solicitors. The main 
concern of these people is 
that legitimate charities 
would be inundated and con- 
fused withless-than-honest 
operations by undermining 
other fund-raising projects. 

"In no way do I wish to 
see any limitation on the right 
to collect signatures on 
petitions or any other ex- 
pression of free speech, 
but I feel strongly that the 
public should be protected 
from being intimidated by„ 
solicitations that are not in 
fact those of legitimate, 
charitable organizations," 
she said.

The idea became the Jay- 
cfees, and it was so popu- 
lar that five eyears later 
the Jaycees was involved in 
24 cities. 

Today the United StatesJay- 
cees number 350,000 in 8,500 
communities, all building a 
solid foundation of creating 
opportunities for leadership 
training throu^ community 
betterment projects. 

This week is National Jay- 
cees Week, and the SUN sa- 
lutes the Virginia Beach 
chapter. 

Organized and chartered 
Ap^il 29, 1948, the Virginia 
Beach Jaycees immediately 
became involved by making 
substantial contrilnitions to 
the community. Their first 
major recognition came in 
1951 when the E|ach Jaycees 
spearheaded a drive to es- 
tablish a Virginia Beach 
Rescue Squad. The city had 
no dependable emergency 
ambulance service at that

permanently establish the 
first rescue squad. 

For many years the na- 
tional Jaycees were affili- 
ated with the Chamber of 
Commerce. But in 1965 the 
Jaycees broke away from, 
that organization to form 
their own group. The pri- 
mary reason for the break 
was that .the Chamber of 
Commerce was basically a 
businessmen's organization, 
while the Jaycees wanted to 
involve all voung men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 35. 
- That policy remains the 

same today. Last night the 
Beach Jaycees held a mem- 
bership recruitment night at 
their building at 4452 Hins- 
dale Street in Pembroke 
Manor. The 108 members 
brought friends and guests to 
the meeting to show them 
what the Jaycees are and 
what they do. 

Some of the other commun- 
ity projects in which the 
Jaycees are or have been 
involved are: 

(a) the drive to build Vir- 
ginia Beach General Hospi- 
tal, 



(b) sponsorship of the now- 
famous East Coast Surfing 
Championships, held each 
August, which draws top sur- 
fers from all over the coun- 
try. 

(c) sponsorship of a Sea 
Scout unit and Boy Scout 
troop for handicapped boys, 

(d) apple butter sales to 
build and maintain Camp 
Virginia Jaycee, a camp for 
mentally retarded children, 

(e) organizing and running 
the Toys for Tots Christ- 
mas campaign in Virginia 
Beach, and 

(f) remodlelng a building 
which the group purchased 
to be used for community and^ 
civic meetings. 

In addition, two annual 
events are sponsored, both 
coming up in the next few 
months. The first is a Drib- 
ble and Shoot contest for kids 
in February. ■ The second 
will be the Virginia Beach 
Soap Box Derby contest at 
Mt. Trashmore this spring. 
At their Jan. 25 meeting, 
the Jaycees. will neteive 
training from the Princess 
Anne Plaza Rescue Squad on 
emergency situations, and 
they '11 have the Red Cross 
Bloodmobile outside for 
members to donate blood. 



"Though we're aimed at 
personal development and 
community Involvement, 
there is a social side too," 
said president James G. 
"Sonny " Catlett. "Our au- 
xiliary, the Jaycettes, atten- 
ded a special social with us 
earlier this month, and this 
time we did the cooking in- 
stead of the women." 

The Jaycettes are an in- 
tegral part of the Jaycees. 
Because a Jaycee devotes 
much of his time to the com- 
munity, it is felt that his 
wife can contribute to the 
same involvement, thereby 
giving the meml)er support 
and understanding. 

According to Mary, Ann 
Richeson, president of the 
Beach Jaycettes, "The 
membership of the Jaycettes 
consists of women who, like 
their husbands, care about 
the world around them. Our 
constitution states two pri- 
mary purposes - to assist 
the Jaycees and to acquaint 
the wives pf the Jaycees with 
one another." 

Catlett and his fellow Jay- 
cees are very proud of their 
organization. "Last year 
our chapter was named the 
most outstanding in the state 



of Virginia. We hope to get 
that recognition again," he 
added. 

Last year, the Beach group 
hosted the state's an- 
nual convention, and 3,000 , 
Jaycees descended on the „ 
Beach much to the delight 
of the Beach tourist Industry. 
Catlett said about 800 hotel 
rooms were booked during 
the convention. 

Another aim of Jaycees 
is to build the character of 
Individuals. They do this by 
offering such programs as 
the Jaycee "Speak-up," 
"Personal Dynamics," and 
"Leadership Development." 
Speak - up teaches the 
members how to talk so peo- 
ple will listen, training them 
to give informal speeches. 
Personal dynamics lets them 
learn how to ^et goals and 
plan their life, and leader- 
ship development teaches 
skills needed to lead any 
group-business, civic or 
social.

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Beach artist In demand 

Whalen's paintings depict Navy ships in detail

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That's the kind of reputa- 
tion Lieutenent Commander 
Richard (Dick) Whalen of 
King's Forest, Virginia 
Beach is building during his 
off duty tours. Currently a 
student at the Armed Forces 
Staff CoUege in Norfolk, 
Lcdr. Whalen has completed 
more than 40 paintings of 
U.S. Navy ships and aircraft 
since he received his com- 
^jnission l4 years ago. 

*: One of Whalen's paint- 
fiogs, depicting the historic 
rescue of the container ship 
liayagUez by the frigate 
USS Harold E. Holt, was 
featured on the front cover 
of the November 1976 edi- 
tion of the Naval Institute 
magazine, "Proceedings." 
Another of his paintings 
was lithographed and pre- 
sented to a U.S. Ambassa- 
dor as a gift. 



Atri yet another of Wlla- 
len's paintings was ex- 
hibited in New York dur- 
ii^ the International Naval 
Review last July. 

In view of these accomp- 
lishments, one might expect 
to read Whalen's name on 
th^ graduating roster of a 
famous art institute, but the 
34-year old artist chose to 
learn painting the same way 
he learned to draw- -by fol- 
lowing the adage, "Practice 
makes perfect." Whalen has 
never received a formal art 
lesson. His study of art, 
however, although not con- 
ducted in a formal class- 
room, dates back to his 
childhood. 

' i started drawing before 
I started grade school, "be- 
gins Whalen. "And because 
my father was a Naval de- 
stroyer commanding offi- 
cer, I had the opportunity to 
see and begin to draw Navy 
ships at a very early age. 
In fact,' Whalen jokes, 'I 
cut my 'aye' teeth drawing 
miniature models of Navy 
shipi^ my I$ad jrooght 
home." / ' 

( ■ ; 

Encouraged by both his 
parents to develop his art 
talent, Whalen entered high 
school in Norfolk, already 
showing signs of promising 
potential. By the time Wha- 
len was a senior, he was 
editor, art director and pho- 
tographer for the school 
newspaper. 

A few years later, while 
he was a midshipman at the 
Naval Academy, Whalen il- 
lustrated several publica- 
tions and designed the crest 



for his class' ring. 

Following his graduation 
from Annapolis, however, 
' ' "Two thills happened, ' ' be- 
gins Whalen, "I married my 
high school sweetheart, 
Marti Engel, and began 
painting pictures to coyer 
the walls in our house." 
It wasn't until several yeai's 
later, when Whalen returhed 
to the Nival Academy as an 
instructor, that he began to 
sell his paintings on a com- 
mission basis. "Sever- 
al of my fellow instructors 
saw samples of my work 
and wanted paintings of their 
former ships and aircraft," 
Whalen explains. "I found 
painting both enjoyable and 
lucrative, so I just stayed 
with it." The orders for 
Whalen's paintings have not 
stopped since. 

Part of the success of his 
Navy paintings may be be- 
cause Whalen considers 
himself an art realist, spec- 
ializing in presenting a 
finished painting that is as 
close as possible to an exact 
replica of the original sub- 
ject. "What good is a paint- 
ing of your former ship if 
the painting is void of the 
details that make your ship 
distinctive?" Whalen asks. 

Following that reasoning, 
Whalen pays careful atten- 
tion to detail in the rigging, 
antenna platforms and other 
distinguishing equipment of 
each Navy shfp he 
His choice of acrylics for 
painting maritime subjects 
also aids his attention to de- 
tail because they dry rapid- 
ly, allowing ample time for 



eUboration. 

Aside from his Navy 
paintings, Lcdr. Whalen has 
painted steam liners, 
Chesapeake Bay "skip- 
jacks," New England lob- 
ster boats, Carolina* 
"shrimpers" and a variety 
of civilian pleasure craft. 

Also augmenting Whalen's 
collection are paintings of 
non-maritime subjects in- 
cluding children's por- 
traits, still lifes and ab- 
stracts. Whalen uses a dif- 
ferent approach to these 
paintings, however, switch- 
ing from acrylics to oil . 
paints. "I apply a thin oil 
wash over a textured gesso 
canvas, then superimpose 
the main subject over the 
wash," Whalen explains. 
The result of this technique 
is that many of his paintings 
take on a three-dimension- 
al appearance. 

Despite the fine reception 
and great demand his paint- 
ings have received, Lcdr. 
Whalen does not plan to 
leave the Navy to pursue a 
career in art. Upon retire- 
ment from the Navy he may 
paint on a full time basis, or 
begin a second career in 
business, relying upon a 
graduate degree in manage- 
ment. 

Whatever his decision, 
though, it's not likely that 
Dick Whaleta will stop paint- 
ing all together. 

And perhaps someday 
there may even be another- 
Whalen painter. Afterall, 
the Whalens have three 
sons.

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After a brief poetry inr 
troduction, she then lets the 
child use his or her imagi- 
nation . "You'd be surpris- 
ed to read what a child will 
write once his or her imag- 
ination is turned loose," she 
said with eyes sparkling. 

One of the Friends chil- 
dren, Kerry Hofheimer, 
wrote two poems that de- 
lighted her so much she 
wrote them down for her 
own treasury. Kerry, a four- 
th grade level student, wrote 
the following entitled "My 
Dear Parents":

The word "Scientology" comes from 
Ihe Latin "scio" meaniiig. "knowing in 
Ihe fullest sense of the word^ thus

ology, then, was "the doctrine of 
jmowing the ultimate." 

Rena Alexander is executive director 
l)f Scientology Virginia Beach, a mis- 
sion at 200 64th Street just off the 
ceanfront. She's been into Scientology 
bince 1968 and in 1973 became a minis- 
■er in the church.

She became interested in Scientology 
when, as the mother of four children, 
she became concerned about the con- 
flicts facing a teenager... not just in 
the home but in school and in society.

Which means that a person could 
embrace Scientology and still be a 
Bai^ist, Methodist, Catholic, or what- 
ever his choice of religious belief. 
According to its national leaders, 
Scientology teaches that man is basi- 
cally good and that he is trying to sur- 
vive as a spiritual being. It is the 
route from Dianetics to total freedom 
and ability as a spiritual beiagraeccird- 
ing to the Rev. Patrick Hufkin of 
the San Francisco branchof the church. 

Here's where the more precise de- , 
finition of Scientology becomes dM- 
cult to explain and understand. Hubbard 
devel(ved first Dianetics while in Oak- 
land Naval Hospital in 1944, recupera- 
ting from a WWH wound. 

Hubbard said he studied human be- 
havior and began researching ways in 



which man could realize more of his 
potential abilities. He released his 
research results in bis book. On the 
surface, Dianetics seems to be a form 
of psycological help, but Hubbard said 
it went deeper than that« it actually 
involved the spirit of man, and so 
from Dianetics he helped evolve 
Scientology.

This is done through a process call- 
ed "auditing." Auditing is the "pro- 
per tools" mentioned earlier, which 
trained Scientologists use to help an 
individual sort out and rearrange in- 
formation in his or her miml.^ 

Basically, y(»i can compare the audit- 
ing technique to programming a com- 
puter. If a computer reacts to a stiua- 
tion because of improperly pro- 
grammed inputs, then a computer 
technician (auditor) then helps to re- 
arrange the facts so that the end re- 
sult is better.

What to do with f^oseHalT? 



Virginia Beach school officials have 
ordered claasrown temperiitures cut 
back to 65 degrees during the day and 
55 degrees at night and on weekends. 

In an announcement letter to parents 
yesterday (Tuesday, Feb. 1), the school 
notified parents to dress their children 
warmly because the maximum 
temperature in classrooms in all Vir- 
ginia Beach schools will be set at 
65 degrees. In such open areas as 
cafeterias, - gymmsiams and school 
hallways, the temperature setting will 



be 55 degrees, 

School officials said the thermostat 
settings will be maintained until further 
notice. 

The only exception to these tem- 
perature settings will be in certain 
classrooms of the Cienter For Effec- 
tive Learning, which is the school 
division's facility for children with 
handicapped and special needs. 

School officials say the city does 
not have any schools which are sup- 
plied with natural gas for heating. 



However, 13 schools have cafeterias 
that use bottled coining gas, and those 
schools' propane supplier has indicated 
the>propane supply will be reduced 30 
per cent. Because dishwashers are high 
energy users, schools will use paper 
plates, cups and disposable silverware 
so that the dishwashers will not have 
to be used. 

Five of Virginia Beach's city schools 
have kitchens that use power sui;^lied 
by VEPCO. There are no indications 
yet from VEPCO what will happen with

are considering contingency plans, such 
as suM>lying special ipenus of sand- 
wiches, or cater thd^e schools from 
other schools. 

It is estimated that under the new 
temperature settings, the entire school 
system will reduce its energy consump- 
tion five to seven per cent during the 
day and 15 per cent at night and week- 
ends. 

If an open school area operates as 
a classroom, i.e., a cafeteria is used 
as a study hall, those open areas will 
not be cut back to 55 degrees but will 
stay at 65. 

"The 55 degrees at night is con- 
sidered the ideal situation; low enough 
so that pipes will not freeze and high

"Federal studies show 
that it costs $55 per person per year to 
provide hot water with an electric heat- 
er. Just think what a dent on that figure 
a solar heater can make." 

Most of Solar One's installations are 
in Virginia Beach. Some of the real 
estate companies and home builders 
using Solar Chie are Sir Gallahad, Hud- 
gins Real Estate, and Indian Lakes.

"The North End looks like solar 
city," said Ackerman, "plus there's 
quite a few imtts in the Kings Grant 
area."

The use of solar eneigy is getting 
the attentiui of Virginia Beach legisla- 
tors.

Canada has introduced a similtf piece 
of leg islation in Oie State Senate.

Ackerman says Solar One has been 
marketing their solar units since July 
of last year, after spending a year re- 
searching and developing their current 
models. "But we're always lookii^ tor 
ways to improve our system," said 
Ackerman. "We'vegot a solar hot water 
system here at the office that we use 
for experiments, trying to find better 
ways." 

Ackerman said that nornud installa- 
tion time for a solar hot water unit on a 
bouse is about one day. "1^'ve got to 
have a southern exposure for us to in- 
stall the TOllectors on," be said, 
"otherwise it won't work.
